This is the advice given to American 
cotton growers by D. John H. Todd, 
of London, the noted English cotton 
expert and economist, who stopped 
over here for a short visit with Mr.

home from a tour of the cottoh belt. 
“The price paid for cotton this year 
will be a large extent depend upon 
the qquality of the staple” said Dr. 
Todd, in urging prompt and clean 
picking. “There will be a very limited 
demand for low grades—if any at all, 
and the grower who can offer a good 
quality and a good grade will not only 
find ready sale for his product, but 
should also receive a premium. 
My 
opinion is that the leading spinners 
should—and perhaps will—send 
re­ 
presentatives into the South to pick 
up the good grade cotton as fast aa 
it is offered. 
* 
“Cotton left in the field until lates 
in the season will deterioate in quali­ 
ty. It should be picked as rapidly as 
it opens and stored in some better 
place than the back yard ” 
. Small Crop Indicated 
After visiting every section of the 
belt in a hurried sixteen day trip, Dr. 
Todd expressed the opinion that the 
1920 crop would fall far below early 
expectations. He found, upon investi­ 
gation, that recent weather conditions 
have been very unfavorable, with the 
c.vceptton of in southwest Texas. 
“My prediction is that the southern 
grower who gets more than 30 cents 
per pound for his cotton, marketed at 
any early date, .will be fortunate”, 
said Dr. Todd. “The financial balance 
must he reckoned with, more so even
